A gangland bomb wrecked Mic- 
key Cohen's $100,000 radar-pro- 
tected home before dawn toda> 
but the little mobster.—leading his 
usual charmed life—escaped un- 
hurt. 


Mickey, his wife and a maid 


were home at the time—and the 
bedroom 
where Mickey usually 


sleeps is in pieces out in the fronl 
yard. His wife and the maid also 
were unhurt. 


Police said «Cohen wouldn't ex- 


plain why he changed bedrooms 
when he retired early today. A 
detective relayed this comment 
"I wish I knew who the SOB's 
are who are doing this to me." 


The dapper little gambler's ex- 


pensive wardrobe took the brunt 
of the blast, the detective said, 
adding "it's in shreds." 


About

iiouse's foundation \yas damaged, 
officers said, and one wall blown 
out by a iuse bomb placed dur- 
ing a brisk rain. Cohen had been 
in the room the explosion hit 
lardest only a few minutes 'be-

Damage Great 
The damage—estimated at $50,- 


000—was so 
great 
that 
police 


earlier reported that Cohen could 
not have been home and sur- 
vived such a blast. 


Kathryh Jones, the Cohen maid, 


called the West Los Angeles police 
station and hysterically reported 
there had been a "tcrriffic" ex- 
plosion at the Cohen home. 


But the blast was so shatter- 


ng that the police said they heard 
t even before Miss Jones called. 
The police station is Uircc-'and-a- 
nalf miles away 'from the Cohen 
lome. 


Cohen and his wife were sleep 


ing at the rear of the house. 
Mickey descrfted the blast thusly. 


"About 4:15 (PST) this morn- 


ng my alarm went off, that is 
ny electric eye system. I got up 
and the eye system pointed at 
the particular part of the prop- 
erty that had been broken. I went 
to the front windows, didn't sec 
anybody, and 'I didn't hear any- 
body. I went back to bed, that 
was about three minutes, and then 
he explosion came. 
Split the Front Door 
"I jumped out of bed to see 


what it was, ran to the front of 
:he house. I have no idea what 
t was. It split the front door 
'rom top to bottom, plus every 
window in the house. I think the 
damage would be about $50,000."

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• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Secret Report Showg How 
The clu Fonts Control 
American Industry 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—Congressman Manny Celler 


of New York is keeping it secret so far, but his 
monopoly investigating committee has a report 
on the giant Du Pont combine and its control 
over American industry which every business- 
man should read. 


Prepared by the Federal Trade Commission, 


the super-secret document shows how Du Pont, 
General Motors, U.S. Rubber and the' Libbey- 
Owens Ford Glass Company, have teamed up 
to form the most potent industrial combine this 
country has ever known. 


This sprawling industry has become a gov- 


ernment unto itself, bossed by the Delaware 
Du Ponts, whose chemical company alone nets 
$120,000,000 annual profits after taxes. The Du 
Pont family, the FTC report shows, controls and 
shares in the income of other companies with 
assets amounting to close to three billions and 
net profits (after taxes) of well over $300,000.- 
000 a year. 


Here are some highlights from the FTC re- 


port: 


Minority Control 
The Du Pont investment in General Motors 


stock, worth more than $500,000,000 at current 
market prices, was purchased for only about 
$47,000,000. Yet between 1918 and 1947 the Du 
Ponts received over $670,000,000 in dividends 
from this stock. 


Of 44,000,000 outstanding shares of General 


Courant, was attending a recent press confer- 
ence with Atomic Energy Commissioner Sumner 
Pike. On questioiv after question, Pike had re- 
fused comment. Finally he said a few words on 
atomic reactors, and wound up asking Byrnes: 


"That's what you would do, wouldn't you?" 
"I am sorry, commissioner," Byrnes shot back, 


paraphrasing Pike, "but I can't answer that 
question." 


Oleo Humor

farmer which helped to push the oleo bill 
through the Senate.

A cheeky West Virginian is proving to Wash- 


ington there is still plenty of. opportunity for 
a go-get-'em small-business man. 


Henry Brown, a hearty fellow with the art 


of flattery down pat, breezed into the capital, 
grabbed orders from awed big shots, and even 
nudged the August Reconstruction Finance Cor- . 
poration for a loan. 


"Hell's bells," he boomed, "this is still the 


land of opportunity. I've been in business 45 
days, and I've so many orders' stacked up I 
can't handle, them." 


Brown was in the coal business in Fairmont, 


W. Va., but alter a second look at his orders 
and John Lewis's demands decided to scratch 
around for a new business. He settled on fine 
glassware after Ned Smith, the newspaper sage 
of Fairmont, W. Va., said, "Why don't you 
'engrave signatures in glassware?" 


Brown replied: "Henceforth, you are an im- 


mortal, Ned. That's my business." 


Hustling to Washington, Brown got the signa- 


tures of the President and other capital big- 
wigs, and had them made up on glasses in his 
new factory. The glassware he is now selling 
to swank department stores and galleries is 
hand-painted by coal miners' wives and sisters. 


Motors common stock, about 23 per cent—or 
10,000,000 shares—are owned by the Du Ponts. 
The remaining 34,000,000 shares are held by 
more than 400,000 individual stockholders. Yet 
Du Pont controls G.M. policies and the selec- 
tion of its directors, a number of whom have 
at stake, 


doubled as Du Pont directors for years. 


Meantime, the Du Ponts have bought heavily 


into U.S. Rubber, until today they own,' either 
directly or through personal holding-companies 
and trusts, about 300,000 shares—or 17 per cent 
—of the common stock. 


As a result, the FTC report shows, Du Pont 


has almost as great a voice over U.S. Rubber 
policies and the selection of its officers as it 
exercises over General Motors. 
Interlocking Trade 


The close-knit relationship between the'four 


. firms has been further strengthened by trade 
covenants which discriminated against outside 
companies competing for business with any of 
the four, FTC records show. For instance, since 
1917, Du Pont has purchased practically all its 
cars and trucks from General Motors. In return, 
G.M. purchases most of its fabrics, paints, var- 
nishes and lacquers from Du Pont. 


The FTC report also reveals that all four 


companies—Du Pont, G.M., U.S. Rubber -and 
Libby-Owcns Ford—have first call on each 
other's products under secret trade covenants. 


Government in Business?

This was greeted with enthusiasm and ap- 


plause—until Henry Van Veen, a comparatively 
young man in this council of elders, bounced 
up and asked: 


'.'Docs that mean the government must get 


out of housing, and out of TVA? Does that 
mean rural electrification must be abandoned?" 


There was an answering shout of "yes," fol- 


lowed by a storm of debate. 


But when the votes were counted Wicker- 


sham's resolution against government in busi- 
ness was defeated.

Tide Threatening All Asia

The fight for Indo-China has begun. This 


time we can't wait for the dust to settle, as we 
did in China. Thc whole of Southeast Asia, is 


In the mounting struggle between communism 


and its adversaries in the Far East, Russia has 
opened a new phase by recognizing the regime 
of Ho Chi Minh, Moscow-trained rebel, in the 
northern Indo-Chinese state' of Viet Nam. 


Britain is expected to counter soon by recog- 


nizing the rival Viet Namese government of 
Bao Dai, who was chosen by the French to 
lead it. Greetings to Bai Dai from Secretary 
of State Acheson suggest this country may fol- 
low suit before long. 


Indo-China lies squarely athwart the south- 


ward course of the Asiatic Reds. Its Viet Namese 
border is now. lined with Chinese Communist 
troops who have swept the last Nationalist sol- 
diers •from their path. 


Native forces rebelled against the return of 


French authority to Viet Nam after World War 
II. The 'French set up a republic there but the 
rebels, 
led by Minh, still weren't satisfied. 


Guerrilla fighting between Minh's forces and 
the French has gone on almost continuously 
since 1946. France sent in nearly, 100,000 of its 
best troops. 


Last year the French put Bao Dai, former 


emperor of the state of Annam, in charge of 
a rival government. They hoped he \vould win 
a large part of the Viet Namese away from 
Minh, but the effort has largely failed. Anti- 
French, the natives view Bao Dai strictly as 
a French puppet. Though it is doubtful they 
want communism, they have turned to Minh 
as the only alternative. 


He has a large regular army supported by 


many partisans. He controls at least 80 per 
cent of the region, although the French have 
managed to hold the larger cities. 


It is regrettable that the western powers must 


consider recognizing a leader like Bao Dai who 
controls so little of the territory he is supposed 
to govern. The move would violate all normal 
rules of diplomatic practice. 


But- this is no time for diplomatic niceties. 


Nor is it the moment to worry about possible 
flaws in Bao Dai's character. What is important 
is the report that Minh already is receiving 
aid from the Chinese Reds and may be expected 
to get more and more in the months ahead. 


We have no choice but to back Bao Dai's 


regime and aid the French and other forces 
resisting the rebels. This is the place to make 
a stand, to check the southward flow of com- 
munism'.before it engulfs not only Indo-China 
but Siam, Malaya, Burma and Indonesia. 


The French troops represent a hard core 


around which to build an adequate defense! 
Seldom if ever again will we have this much 
advantage in attempting to stem the tide. We 
would be foolish and reckless to let it slip 
awav. 


Ill-Advised Analysis 


A Senator recently shook his head sadly and 


said: "Poor, befuddled Dean Acheson." He was 
criticizing the secretary of state for his remarks 
on Alger Hiss. 


Now any citizen in or out of the public eye 


can assail Acheson's behavior in office as much 
as he likes. That's his privilege in a free society. 


But let's hope the comments are better fou'ndt- 


ed than'the senator's. Acheson is clearly a. man 
of high mental attainment and unmistakable 
•moral, stature. You may disagree with him 
violently, but you can hardly call him "poor 
and befuddled."

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The Doctor Says— 
New Ways of Easing Labor 
Pains Get Favorable Reports

Since about three million wom- 


en in the United States have chil- 


' dren each year, anything that can 


be done to increase the safety of 
childbirth or to lessen the pain in- 
volved in that process is of very 
great importance indeed. 
Great 


strides have already been made 
toward both these objectives. The 
dangers of childbirth have fallen 
greatly thanks to the conquest of 
"childbirth fever" and the greater 
knowledge of the management of 
other complications. 


The 
pain and 
discomfort of 


childbirth have been attacked by 
a number of different methods. 
Today there are many anesthetics 
which can be given by breathing 
in, by vein, or by mouth and 
which, when properly employed, 
make 
childbirth 
comparatively 


easy. 


Another method which has re- 


ceived a great deal of attention is 
the use of an anesthetic injected 
into the lower part of the spine 
continuously during 
stages of childbirth. 


the

This pro- 


cedure, which is called "continu- 
ous caudal anesthesia," seems to 
be most helpful when properly 
given. It is not preferred by all 


obstetricians, however, some of 
whom have better1 results with 
other methods. 


Another way of reducing the 


pain of childbirth which has re- 
ceived a great deal of attention 
in recent years is the method of 
physiological or natural childbirth 
described by Dr. Grantley Dick 
Read of England. 
He assumes 


that fear and tension during chil- 
birth are deeply related to the 
amount of pain. On this assump- 
tion, he gives women during preg- 
nancy instructions aimed at re- 
moving

With this method, he has re-

Gain Should Be At 
A Pound To One 
And Half A Day 


A 4-H project called the Econ- 


omy Beef Production Project or 
better known as the Feeding Steers 


is gaming in popularity

This project was designed to give 
more practical experience in hand- 
ling cattle than the Fat Calf Pro- 
ject, states the County Extension 
office. 


To carry this project ^the 4-H 


member secures five or more cal- 
ves, and instead of full feeding 
them throughout the feeding per- 
iod, he aims to make maximum 
use of good quality hay and excel- 
lent pasture. 


The object is to produce steers 


that will grade good after a win- 
ter feed of good quality roughage 
summer graxing on excellent pas- 
Wre and a short feed of approxi- 


" mately 90 days in the fall. 


First of all, this project requires 


steers of choice type and quality 
To start the project, 400 lo 500- 
Ib. steer calves should be secured 
October is usually the time o£ se- 
. curing the calves, so that some 
gain may be made before winter. 


The calves should be carried on 


pasture as long as they will gain 
at the rate of one pound or more 
per day. 
This pasture 
can be 


green 
growing bluegrass, small 


grain, or any good grass and le- 
gume pasture mixture. 


During the winter months the 


calves should gain from 1 Ib. to 
\\z Ibs. per head per day. Rations 
that will give about this gain are: 
Corn silage and alfalfa hay; corn 
silage, alfalfa hay and 1 Ib. of 
cottonseed meal or soybean meal; 
or sorgo silage, lespedeza hay. 2 or 
3 Ibs. corn, plus 1 Ib. cottonseed 
meal or soybean meal. 
Ton Increase Gain 
A full feed of good quality le- 


gume hay plus 2 or 3 Ibs. corn per 
head per day will also give a 
good average daily gain. 


Fed the above feeds during the 


winter, the calves should weigh 
approximately 550 !bs. when pas- 
ture is ready by mid-April. 


The cattle should be carried on 


the best pasture available, which 
may be small grain, alfalfa-brpmc 
ladino brome, or other good grass 
and legume mixtures. 
Bluegrass 


may be used as long as it is green 
or until it heads. Then a legume 
pasture such as lespedeza should 
be available. If alfalfa-brome is 
used the brome may become dor- 
mant in the summer, but if the 
pasture is half alfalfa, the alfalfa 
will carry the cattle in good shape. 


To make yearling steel's grade 


Good by December 1, they will 
have to be on excellent pasture 
and plenty of it. 


If lespedeza is used, the cattle 


should be turned on while it is 
small, so they can keep it down 
and it will not become tall and 
slemmy. 


The first of September the cat- 


tle 
should be started 
on corn. 


Feed only about 2 Ibs. of corn per 
head per day to start and gradu- 
ally increase the amount until the 
cattle are getting all they will eat. 


The cattle 
should be on full 


feed by October 1 and brought into 
a dry lot. 
Protein 
supplement 


should be added to their corn at 
the rate of about 1 Ib. of cotton- 
seed meal or soybean meal for 
each 400 Ibs. of body weight. 


The natural tendency of a year- 


ling steer is to grow instead of 
fatten, so first quality roughage 
and p_asturc should be used at all 
times' Not only should the pas- 
ture be of first quality, but there 
must be plenty of it. 


Other points of efficient beef 


production need 
attention also. 


Provide plenty of fresh water at 
all times. Supply a mineral mix- 
ture composed of two parts feed- 
ing 'boncmeal and one part salt. 
Shelter from storms in the winter 
and provide shade in the summer 
. Protect from lice in the winter 
by spraying with DDT or BHC, 
and control horn flies in the sum- 
mer. 
, To make this propcct succeed 
requires choice quality calves to 
start with and calves that weigh 
400-500 Ibs. or more. Calves with 
growth and not too much fat offer 
the best chance. 


First quality feed must be avail- 


able and the cattle.must gain Cur- 
ing the winter, as they will do if 
the feeding recommendations giv- 
en above are followed.

Spraying a solu- 
tion of 5 per cent Chlordane in a 
deodorized kerosene base on^ cabi- 
net shelves, 
along the base of 


walls, and other such places is re- 
commended. One spraying wil 
last for a month if the spray film 
is not disturbed. Virgil Burk, Mis- 
souri Extension Entomologist, says 
this spray also- is effective" with 
spiders, bed bugs, silver fish anc 
other such pests.

iheir cows for production. This 
new program is being offered now. 
The work will be in charge of Eu- 
gene Dowdy who is also the Su- 
pervisor for the D. H. I. A. This 
new service will supplement but 
not provide the service offered by 
the D. H. I. A. It is unofficial but 
offers an opportunity -for a dairy- 
man to determine the production 
on each of his cows.

The Veterans Administration is 
getting ready to close 
up its 


$30,000.000,000 free schooling pro- 
gram. 


A regulation to be issued April 


1 will bar veterans—with certain 
exceptions — irom the 
govern- 


ment's 
training 
and 
education 


program unless they enroll by 
July 25, 1951. 


Further rules changes will make 


it hard for veterans to change 
their present courses, and 
prevent them, 
after completing 


one course, from- starting another, 
even though they have some un- 
used school credit. 


"The veterans readjustment act 


specifies that a veteran must start 
his schooling within four years 
after discharge or after July 25, 
1947, 
the official end of the war, 


whichever is later. 


The VA estimates that if the 


15,000,000 eligible veterans took 
all the training they are entitled 
to, it would cost the government 
$60,000,000,000. Actual cost of the 
program from its beginning to the 
1956 
windup date is expected to 


range between $25,000,000,000 and 
$30,000,000,000. 
. The next six years will cost 
about 
$16,000,000,000, VA esti- 


mates.

Let's set the record straight 


on telephone wages and 


working conditions 


In an attempt to justify the nation-wide strike 
which they announced will begin Wednesday, 
February 8, national leaders of the telephone 
union have made a number of erroneous and 
misleading statements about telephone wages 
and working conditions. 


Here are the facts about some of these 


statements. 


Union leaders claim: 


"Prior to the war phone workers occupied 
seventh place in a series of 27 typical indus- 
tries according to the U. S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. Today phone workers are in 25th 
place , . . 'Switchboard operators earn on an 
average only about $38 a week.'" 


The FACTS are: 


Reports of the Bureau of Labor Statistics are 
available to everyone. No list of "27 typical 
industries" is given in them. 


This is what those reports do show: 


1. Wages of this company's plant crafts- 


men rank seventh from the top in the 
latest reports on production workers in 
more than 200 separate 
industries. 


. Their average weekly earnings are 


$65.48. 


2. The average weekly earnings of switch- 


board operating employees in 500 cities, 
large and small, served by this company 
are not $38 but $43.32. This compares' 
with an average of $42.37 for clerical 
workers in the 17 largest cities in the 
country surveyed last year by the Bur- 
eau of Labor Statistics. 


3. To arrive at their claim that telephone 


workers have slipped from 7th to 25th 


" 
place, union leaders have compared 
average earnings figures for two differ- 
ent periods which the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics clearly warns are not com- 
parable. 


Union leaders claim: 


"While other unions have been able to obtain 
wage increases high enough to maintain or 
improve their real wage situation, real wages 
in the telephone industry have been steadily 
going downward.", 


The FACTS are: 


Wage rates for this company's employees 
have been increased 94.4 per cent since Jan- 
uary, 1941 . . . while the cost of living in- 
creased 66 per cent in the same period. 


This obviously represents a gain, not a loss 


in real wages for telephone employees. 


Thus, even at today's higher prices, tele- 


phone people can buy substantially more and 
live better than they could ten years ago. 


Union leaders claim: 
"Wage progression schedules are far too long 
in the telephone industry. It takes a tele- 
phone operator, a plant craftsman, or tele- 
phone clerk eight years to reach 'maximum 
pay.'" 


The FACTS are: 
Few industries assure the vast majority of 
its employees that within eight years they 
will be making top wage scale for their occu- 
pations in their towns. 


Raises for telephone people come along 


regularly until they reach the top. Three 
fourths of this .company's employees will get 
such increases within the next 12 months. 
The average per employee will amount to 
5c an hour. They are a part of the contract. 
Employees don't have to ask for them or strike 
to get them. 


The other one fourth are already earning 


top rates for their jobs right now. 


In almost every other business an employee 


has to wait for an increase until an opening 
occurs in the ranks of better paid workers 
ahead of him. 


Union leaders claim: 
"One hundred thousand telephone operators 
will have become victims of unemployment 
introduced by technological changes during 
the next five years." 


The FACTS are: 
Today 70 per cent of this company's tele- 
phones are dial operated compared with 61 
per cent ten years ago. Yet today this com- 
pany employs about two and one-half times 
as many operators as it did ten years ago. 


Union leaders claim: 
"The Bell System pension plan 'is less liberal 
than the retirement plans recently agreed up- 
on in a few other industries.'" 


The FACTS are: 
This company's benefit and pension plan has 
been recognized for years as one of the best 
and soundest in American industry. Employ- 
ees have been enjoying its advantages since 
1913 — advantages which workers in other 
industries recently have been going out on 
strike to get. 


What other industries give all of their em- 
ployees these things? 


SICKNESS BENEFITS-up to a year's full pay, 
depending on length of service. 


DEATH BENEFITS-up to a year's full pay, de- 
pending on length of service. 


PENSIONS-at least $100 a month, including 
social security, for every employee who retires 
at age 65 with 20 years or more of service. 
Many nonsupervisory employees will get sub- 
stantially more. For example, a plant craftr- 
man now age 40 with ten years' service and a 
basic wage of $81 a week can expect to retire 
at 65 on a pension of $150 a month, includ- 
ing social security. 


Finally, the company's benefit and pension 


plan is noncontributory. The employees pay 
no part of the costs. 


Union leaders claim: 


"We think there is justification for higher 
wages in the telephone industry even if thia 
means that the company must sacrifice part 
of the lush profits it has been able to maintain 
for years." 


The FACTS are: 
There are no "lush profits." The rate of earn* 
ings on the money invested in Southwestern 
Bell Telephone plant is at the lowest level in 
the company's history. Earnings on invested 
capital last year were only 3.86 per cent, com- 
pared with 7.57 per cent in 1939. 


Union leaders claim:. 


"During the postwar period, the Bell System 
has successfully conducted an enormous rare 
increase drive. This already has boosted phone 
rates by $350,000,000 annually and the com- 
pany still is seeking further rate hikes. 


"Financially ft can afford to improve wage 


levels" 


The FACTS are: 


For the Southwestern Company, the present 
cost of wage increases granted during the 
war and postwar years to employees 
ia 


$76,000,000. 


That is two and one-half times the 


$28,600,000 
increase in telephone rates 


granted so far to the company. 


Rate increases have not begun to cover the 


huge increase in wages, let a lone all the other in- 
creased costs of giving telephone service. They 
have, in fact, been moderate. With earnings 
at the lowest level in the company's history 
and rate applications pending throughout our 
territory, there is clearly no margin to absorb" 
a further wage increase. The cost would have 
to be paid by telephone customers.

A House committee said small

House Small Business committee: 


1. Suggested that a "top to bot- 


tom" reorganization of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission is worth 
considering. 


2. Declared that small firms are 


plagued by delays, red tape, "tail- 
ored" specifications, and-a'"lacka- 
daisical" attitude when they try 
to do business with the govern- 
ment. 


"Dcsp.ite the declared policy of. 


the Congress and the directives 
of the President:, there is no fortl*- 
right or substantive evidence that 
small business is receiving 
any 


calculated or substantial portion 
of government 
procurement 
or- 


ders," it said, adding: 


"Although it is generally de- 


nied, it is believed by the com- 
mittee 
that 
many, government 


specifications on common-use and 
standard items are, in fact, drawn 
from an itom, a product, or a 
machine produced by some par- 
ticular manufacturer." 


One Can Bid 
On such "tailored"' items, the 


report 
said, 
usually only 
one 


manufacturer can bid — the one 
who made the item in the first 
place. 


"Small business will never be 


able to secure government con- 
tracts in normal limes unless con- 
structive steps are taken by- all
